Note 1.— -In this return the revenue from beer and tobacco has been apportioned iu 
accordance with the detailed statistics collected for the Committee on Irish Finance. ( See 
paragraph 48 of their Report, Od. 6153.) 

In other respects the return has been prepared on the basis heretofore adopted ancl does 
not era body other alterations suggested by the Committee in paragraphs 43 and 51 of the 
Report, which are in the nature of general adjustments in round figures. 

Note 2. — Local Civil Gfovernment charges of a considerable amount are at present met 
from the Votes of Credit. So far, it lias not been possible during the War to allocate these 
charges on, any satisfactory basis between English, Scottish and Irish services respectively, 
and all Vote of Credit charges are consequently shown under the head of Imperial 
Expenditure. • 

In the case of Revenue it is possible to allocate the produce of special taxation (e.g. t 
Excess Profits Duty) and the revenue from such taxes is allocated between England, Scotland 
and Ireland accordingly. The figures shown in Part III. of this Return do not, therefore, 
afford an accurate index of the balance of revenue available for Imperial Expenditure in 
normal times. 
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
